(c.) To assist persons, agencies and/or entities within 


the community in implementing policies to minimize 
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and/or eliminate domestic violence, rape and sexual 
harassment; 

(d.) To serve as a resource on the issues of domestic 
violence, rape and sexual harassment; and 

(e.) To issue such publications and results of research 
and investigation that will have the effect of 
educating the public regarding all facets of 
domestic violence, rape and sexual harassment. 


SECTION 5. ESTABLISHMENT OF A SPECIAL TRUST 





AND AGENCY FUND. 

There is created a special non-reverting trust and agency 
fund for the Commission. Donations to the Commission may 
be deposited into such fund. If the authorization for 
the Commission expires, the fund shall be administered by 
the City’s Director of Victim Assistance. 

SECTION 6. Staffing. The Staff of the City 
of Fort Wayne Police Department Victim Assistance Office 
shall serve as staff to the Commission, and shall provide 
necessary technical and advisory assistance as requested 
by the Commission to the extent possible. 

SECTION 7. Funding Appropriations. Funding 
necessary to carry out the purpose of the Commission 
shall be appropriated by the Common Council to the Victim 
Assistance Office of the Fort Wayne Police Department. 
Any and all expenditures for business or activities of 
the Commission must be approved by the Chairperson and 
Secretary of the Commission, with final approval by the

Attached is an ordinance that would create the Mayor's Commission 
on Domestic Violence, Rape, and Sexual Harassment. The 
recommendation to create the Commission came from a report from the 
Task Force on Domestic Violence, and is another step toward dealing 
with this important issue in our community. The problem of 
domestic violence is not unique to Fort Wayne, and is plaguing 
other communities as well. Some of you may have seen the Sunday, 
February 6, 1993 "Sixty Minutes" program that highlighted the pro- 
active effort in Quincy, Massachusetts to deal with domestic 
violence. 


The ordinance will create a 21-member commission to look into the 
various facets of the problem surrounding domestic violence. The 
Victim Assistance Office of the Fort Wayne Police Department will 
provide the primary staff liaison to the Commission. Those persons 
who have expressed an interest in this issue and agencies that 
would have a representative on the Commission have been sent a copy 
of the ordinance, and may attend the March 9, 1993 meeting when 
Council will likely discuss the ordinance. Pat Smallwood from the 
Victim Assistance Office, Public Safety Director Payne Brown, and 
Police Chief Neil Moore will be at the Council meeting to present 
the ordinance and answer any questions you may have. 


Recommendation 

We recommend the Council adopt the ordinance creating the Mayor’s 
Commission on Domestic Violence, Rape, and Sexual Harassment as 
presented.

Notice is hereby given that on the 9th day of March, 
1993, the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, in a Regular Session did pass the 
following Bill No. G-93-02-18 General Ordinance No. 
G-09-93 to-wit: 

BILL NO. G-93-02-18 ; 
AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING THE MAYOR'S 
COMMISSION ON DOMESTIC VIOLENCE, RAPE 
AND SEXUAL HARASSMENT. 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne recognizes the 
rights of all persons to live in a loving, caring environ- 
ment that is supportive of their physical, mental, 
emotional and spiritual growth; and 

WHEREAS, there is evidence of the existence of vio- 
lence, particularly toward women and children, 
Mount our nation, and in our community; and 
WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne desires to estab- 
lish and implement policies to deter domestic vio- 
lence, rapes and sexual harassment throughout the 
City of Fort Wayne, and in particular, to create an 
environment supportive of victims of such violence 
within our community; and 
WHEREAS, Paul Helmke, Mayor of the City of Fort 
Wayne, has recommended to the Common Council 
the formal establishment of a non-partisan "Mayor's 
Commission on Domestic Violence, Rape and Sexual 
Harassment." 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 
SECTION 1. COMMISSION ESTABLISHED. There is 
hereby created a commission of municipal govern- 
ment known as the '‘Mayor'’s Commission on Do- 
mestic Violence, Rape and Sexual Harassment,” 
(hereinafter referred to as the Commission) . 
SECTION 2. PURPOSE. The purpose of the Com- 
mission is to work to deter and eradicate domestic 
violence, rape and sexual harassment in this commu- 
nity. This purpose shall be accomplished by: 

(a.) implementing community-wide educational pro- 
grams to assist persons in becoming more aware of 
the high incidents of domestic violence, rape and 
sexual harassment; 
Je utilizing the recommendations of the Mayor's 
ask Force on Domestic Violence dated November 
2, ages and attached hereto as a guide for further 
study; 

(c.) promoting and strengthening the interactions 
among agencies which support victims dealing with 
the legal system; 4 

(d.) advocating appropriate legislative and judicial 
reforms which hold abusers accountable for their be+ 
havior; and 

(e.) organiang all segments of the community to 
work together to discover ways to eliminate domes- 
tic violence, rape and sexual harassment. 
SECTION 3. MEMBER8HIP TERMS/ OFFICERS. 

(a) The Commission shall consist of twenty-one 
(21) members. Membership of the Commission and 
initial terms shall be as follows. All members shall be

After the expiration of the initial terms, appoint- 
ments shall be for a term of two years. Appointments 
shall be made within 30 days of the date of approval 
of this Ordinance. 

(e) The members of the Commission shall, within 
thirty (30) days after the last initial appointment is 
made, meet and elect a Chairperson, Vice-Chairper- 
son, and Soroan 

SECTION 4. POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE COM- 
MISSION. The Commission shall have the following 
powers and duties; 

(a.) To create by-laws, subcommittees and advisory 
committees to aid in accomplishing the purpose of 
the Commission; : 
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(b.) To recommend to the Mayor such policies as 
the Commission believes will minimize or eliminate 
domestic violence, rape and sexual harassment with- 
in the community; . 

(c.) To assist persons, agencies and/or entities 
within the community in implementing policies to 
minimize and/or eliminate domestic violence, rape 
and sexual harassment; 

(d.) To serve as a resource on the issues of domes- 
tic violence, rape and sexual harassment; and 

(e.) To issue such publications and results of re- 
search and investigation that will have the effect of 
educating the public regarding all facets of domestic 
violence, rape and sexual harassment. 

SECTION 5. ESTABLISHMENT OF A SPECIAL 
TRUST AND AGENCY FUND. 
There is created a special non-reverting trust and 
agency fund for the Commission. Donations to the 
Commission may be deposited into such fund. If the 
authorization for the Commission expires, the fund 
shall be administered by the City’s Director of Victim 
Assistance. 

SECTION 6. Staffing. The Staff of the City of Fort 
Wane Police Department Victim Assistance Office 
hall serve as staff to the Commission, and shall pro- 
vide necessary technical and advisory assistance as 
requested by the Commission to the extent possible. 
SECTION 7. Funding Appropriations. Funding nec- 
bt AS carry out the purpose of the Commission 
shall be appropriated by the Common Council to the 
Victim Assistance Office of the Fort Wayne Police 
Department. Any and all expenditures for business 
or activities of the Commission must be approved by 
the Chairperson and Secretary of the Commission, 
with final approval by the Director of Victim Assis- 


tance. 
SECTION 6. This Ordinance shall be in full force and that the amount 
effect from and after its passage and any and all È no part of the 
necessary approval by the Mayor, and publication as 7?
